THE AUSTRALIAN ELEVEN, 

The tour of the Australian Elevon virtaai- 
ly ended with. the third test matsh, The 
reault of the conteata between our men and 
the flower of English cricketers has esta- 
blished the snperiority of England. Once 
oar champions wore defeated by an innings ; 
twice the games resulted in a draw, and on 
neither of these cocacions can it be claimed 
thet eny advantage lay with tho Australians 
when time brought the match to a close, 
Wo are'disposed to accept the scores in these 
matches as a reliable reflex of the strength 
of English ond Axstralian cricket. We 
think that the men who fought for the 
honour of Australia io all threo matches 
were fairly xepresentative of our present 
strength. M‘Leod may be o little off just 
now, and possibly Goningham would have 
done better in the last match, but few would 
dispute M'Leod's claims to a place in au 
eleven of Australia, Great stress bas boen 
laid on- the in-and-oat-.charaoter of the 
Australians’ play, but witb the notable ox- 
ception of that lamentable failure in the first 
innings vf the second test match we cannot 
ace that they have been more incon- 
sistent than home players. Cricket is a 
very uncertain gume, This is « wellknown 
to practical writers on the subject that little 
notice is taken of ap occasional collapeo of a 
fine batting side, But the extraordinary 
commentator whom the presence of the Aus. 
trulian Eleven in England bas foroed into 
the position of a cricket critic does not un- 
derstand this, and if a man makes 100 one 
day he is quite at aloss to conccive why 
that man does not go and do likewise the 
naxt time he is sent in to bat, Jf such 
critics turn up the records they will ficd 
that other good combinations have not 
esonped oocasional ‘extraordinary collapses 
auy more thao haye our tovn. Yorkshire, 
the cbampion country of 1893, lost 8 
wickets for 11 runs against Australia. 
Notts, with the celebrated professiouala 
Sbrewsbury and Gunn in their renks, wore 
dieposed of for 38 runs in their second 
innings against Yorkebire, Surrey scored 
two brilliant victories against Australia, and 
then Jost to oounties like Sussex and 
Somersetshire. The whole season of 1893 
has been noted for in-and-out form, which 
probably proves, if it proves anything, that 
the sides are more evenly balanced than they 
generally are, ‘Ihe Australians are blamed 
for paying too much attention to the gate. 
No doubt the mombers of the tesm have 
kept a keen eye on ‘the bawbees,’ but when 
peuple assert that by playing siz days a 
week the Australians have handicapped 
themselvee for big matches by going into 
the field stale aod worn out, they forget to 
inquire what has been the case with regard 
to their opponents, Heading these criti- 
ciama, one would suppose that the English- 
| mea were thrown out of play and freshened 
up for each contest against the invaders, 
The best men: in England have played six 
days a week just oa regularly as the 
| Australians. They may not have had quite 
'as much travelling to do as our men, 
but, otherwise, they huve met on tho same 
terms. The more wo look calmly into the 
feets, the more woe are inolined to think that 
the tour has exemplified the trus pusitiva of 
Australian and England in the cricket field, 
Our men are better than aby county team or 
University, or even a combination of Gentle. 
men ot Players, but whe opposed to the pick 
of England, the very most that oan bo expect. 
ed is ove gain against four lossen, Whan 
we beat England some years back we bouet- 
ad the best. bowler the world has ever seen, 
and one of the most oonsisteut batsmen tirst- 
class oricket has ever knows. Oar beat 
bowlers now are not to be compared with 
Spoffurth, and we lack the grond strength 
which Murdoch invariably infused into the 
batting on any great occasion. England, ou 
the other hand, has an extraordinary erray 
of batting talent, and the last few sonsons 
bave witnessed the springing up of several 
first-class -fast bowlers, Fast bowlers we 
do not possess, and our batsmen free them 
at a disadvantage from the mere. fact that 
their deliveries gre put famijinr. When we 
Quearth come more Spofforths and Murdocks 
Wwe map aggin triymph over the British lion.

if Mr Zanywill ia saying that wan, like tho 
race, advances from the unorganised to the 
organised, he ia talking flat commonplace ; 
if be is saying anything else or nothing, he 
is tulking fatolent nonsense. 

But let that be. We are moved rather 
by the familiar illogic of his uppouent. Mr 
Steud’s comment on tho amebic thoory is 
that what is eanco for tho gander ia sauco 
for the goose. If polygamy isa necessary 
phuse ia the development uf. man’s charac- 
ter, why not polyandry in woman’a? Mr 
Stead is slwaya saying this, and it is magni- 
loquent, but it ia not argument. It would, 
indeed, be an injuatice to his flaunting oon. 
sistency to deny that on the ronged and 
powdered face of it the amolozy is just. 
Yot it is the analogy of the umateur thicker 
who takes a word to bo a fact and never 
dreama that a fact in made up of circnm- 
stances. Lot us admit that polygamy (we 
thank thee, Mr Zangzwill, for teaching us 
that word) is a necassury stage in the deve- 
lopment of a masculine character: as, in- 
deed, shorn of the paeudo-acieace, it osually 
is, Then soit is in a fominine character, 
says Mr Stead. That involves the aaa 
tion that the masculine character js made 
up of the seme elements, ond is, thorefure, 
the same os the feminine, Would Mr 
Stend tie himself to that statement of his 
Gospel? But, anless he sabscribes to it, 
over goes his ratiocivalion, and over goes 
with it all the fabrio of fallacy that the 
omancipators of woman have built ap 
i through all these years of tub-thumping, 
There is a development of woman, and will 
be always; but uuless a woman be a ian 
how is she to be porfected ont of the samo 
experience? Ont of the coupling of horse 
and ass there comes noithsr o better ass nor 
3 better horse. 

But give that point away; not because 
ib is nut conolusve, but for farther light 
on the methods of this most ratioual of 
reasonere, Tho polygamoys man oagta the 
slough of his pulygamy, ho marries, and 
rents a villa in Kensington, What of the 
polyandrous wonian?

Natyre and conyanticn both havo made sex 
govern a woman’s life wholly or in great 
part when it is bat one factor out of many 
in man. There is no insolence in saying 
the bsra truth that man ia more to woman 
than woman is toman. She pivots on sox, 
and sho must walk the more warily. 
few that yo gnscalhed through the fire tho 
beat of us have. respegt; for the fewer, 
sympathy, But looking at the charred 
dodjeq and souiaof tho mass we can only 
atand ond won ier that the mogt stargoling 
experipngs ang the blindest fanaticism 
gould ever delude any mag into the imagin:
